Sadler's coarse in the matter. In fact, 
we think that the Governor would 
have done better to have maintained a 
"vociferous silence" about the matter, 
as a poor excuse is worse than none at 
all.. The business of vetoing billa be- 
cause of errors, real or presumed, in 
their history, or because of irregulari- 
ties In the proceedings of either boucie 
of the legislate,™, is about played out. 
If he thought the bill in question was 
a good one, he should have, signed it, 
and showed hie good will by giving it 
a chance before tbe Supreme Court. 
If be vetoed it because he thought it 
was a bad measure, he should have the 
courage to say so, and give the reasons 
why it was a bad one—if he ooald name 
any. We assure our esteemed con- 
temporary, the JOUBNAL, that we have 
no deeire to undertake the office of 
apologist for Governor Sadler; Jife is

NOT FOB NEVADA. 


Somebody figures that enough water 


runs to waste in this State daring the 
spring floods to cover the valleys ten 
test deep, if it were stored. Possibly 
few now living will see it, but some 
day the whole irrigation question will 
be under government control, the 
water will be stored and distributed 
as it should be, and dry years will, 
over most of the State, be eternally 
forgotten.—Exchange. 


No one now living, nor their grand- 


-children, will ever see the day when 
Nevada will be benefited by any na- 
tional assistance in the promotion of 
an irrigation system, if the State is 
continued to be represented as ii now 
iB in the United States Senate. Ne- 
vada's representation in that body is 
as large as that of New Yotk, and their 
votes are as powerful as those from 
the Empire State. Yet nothing has 
been accomplished nor even seriously 
attempted to secure national aid for 
the promotion of any of our interests 
or industries. In the consideration of 
appropriations for "Internal Improve- 
ments," Nevada cuts no more figure 
than a coral reef in the Pacific Ocean. 
Her Senators are too btrsy attending 
to improvements of California harbors 
and the interest* of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to waste their 
precious time upon snob a little out- 
side matter as that of a national ap- 
propriation for assisting private enter- 
prise in storing the waste waters of 
onr Nevada streams. 


THESE is a proposition being dis- 


cussed, probably unofficially, for an 
exchange of the Philippines for the 
British West Indies. Whether such ex- 
change is seriously considered by 
either the United States or Great Brit- 
ain is probably not known outside of 
diplomatic circles. It is to be hoped, 
however, that it is in contemplation 
and that tbe project will be effected. 
Tbe Philippines are now a sore burden 
to our Government and will doubtless 
prove a heavy load for years to come. 
Ths sooner we get rid cf them tbe bet- 
ter it will be for the nation, especially 
if such a desirable bargain can be ef- 
fected in making an exchange of that 
,d is taut territory for the peaceful isles 
in close proximity to onr continent. 
It would be u good "swap" certainly 
for the United States and perhaps 
equally as advantageous to Great Brit- 
ain.

Germs'. 


it wad formerly thought that an egg 


must be safe eating whatever the snr 
roundings, since its shell covered com 
bletely the part eaten, but it has now 
been shown unmistakably that germs of 
disease can even find their way through 
on eggshell For instance, the typhus 
bacillus and the cholera bacillus have 
both been found to make their way 
through an unbroken eggshell in about 
16 hours and locate themselves in the 
nutrient contents. 


This is a clear indication, therefore, 


that the greatest care should be exer- 
cised in the storage and handling of 
eggs, since they may thus be made ve- 
hicles for most deadly poisons. Doubt- 
less thp immunity from such evils which 
we enjoy in our use of eggs as food is 
due to the fact that we generally cook 
them in a high temperature before we 
eat them and thus deal death to the 
germs and safety to ourselves.—Good 
Words.

Origin of the Postal System. 


The wonderful postal system, which 


has reached out until it includes every 
country on the face of the earth, had 
its beginning in the mind of an inge- 
nious Frenchman. 


In 4 058, early in the reign of Louis 


XIV, 
M. de Velayer established a pri- 


vate penny post Boxes were set up at 
the street corners for the reception of 
letters and offices were opened in vari- 
ous quarters of Paris. Collections were 
made once a day from the street boxes, 
followed many hours later by a single 
delivery, and thus the first postoffice in 
the world was established. 


M. de Velayer was so greatly encour- 


aged by the success of his enterprise 
that in order to develop it still further 
he printp.d certain forms of billets or 
notes which were intended to cover all 
the ordinary reojairements of business 
in great towns. TThese forms contained 
blanks which were intended to be filled 
up by the pen with such special matter 
as might bo necessary to complete the 
writer's object. The idea at once be- 
came popular, and the printed forms 
accompanied the expansion of the postal 
service throughout the larger cities of 
France, and it was many years before 
they fell into disuse.—Harper's Bound 
Table.
